The BCHS Polar Bears 
introduced their new head 
coach in style at the annual 
Blue and White Night fes¬ 
tivities on Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 14th.

If you see it, 
report it: Stop 
poaching in KY 

Outdoors enthusiasts 
who witness any illegal hunt¬ 
ing activity are encouraged to 
report it to the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

“If people have any com¬ 
plaints or see any violations 
such as trespass or poaching, 
they are encouraged to call 
1-800-25ALERT (1-800- 
252-5378),” said Hank Pat¬ 
ton, director of law enforce¬ 
ment for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. 

Patton explained these 
calls now go through the 
Kentucky State Police dis¬ 
patch system and are then 
routed to conservation offi¬ 
cers in the field. 

Poaching a deer, elk or 
bear is a serious crime in 
Kentucky. Poachers may be 
fined up to $1,000 and spend 
up to a year in jail upon con¬ 
viction. Violators must also 
pay restitution costs for the 
animal poached. 

Convicted poachers also 
forfeit their hunting privi¬ 
leges for as long as 3 years. 
“Kentucky is a member of 
the Interstate Wildlife Viola¬ 
tors Compact,” Patton said. 
“Loss of hunting privileges 
in Kentucky results in the 
loss of privileges in 41 addi¬ 
tional states.” 

Those who witness and 
report someone poaching an 
elk may receive an award as 
well. “We have a program 
for those who report an elk 
poacher,” said Gabe Jenkins, 
deer and elk program coordi¬ 
nator for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “They will receive 
a $1,000 reward upon con¬ 
viction of the elk poacher.” 


Bracken County cleaning up after first 
significant snowfall of winter 2014 



When snow flurries 
were first seen on Novem¬ 
ber 1st, everyone joked of 
their being only one sig¬ 
nificant snowfall for the 
upcoming winter. Well, 
the joke may be on us as 
winter doesn’t come in 
until December 21st and 
we have already received 
our first significant snow¬ 
fall and temperatures not 
felt this early in November 
since 1976. Yes, 1976! 

Last year’s winter 
weather had everyone 
singing the blues and com¬ 
paring the accumulation 
and temperatures to that 
dreaded winter when par¬ 
ents were literally trapped 
for over a month with their 
children as winter gripped 
not only the county but 
the nation. After making 
it through the high heating 
bills and having up to 10 
missed schools days exon¬ 
erated, this winter season 
was predicted to be milder. 

Prediction of the 
weather is generally 
deemed to be hit and miss, 
but the meteorologists hit 
the mark this time, pre¬ 
paring our area for the 3.5 
inches most received Mon¬ 
day, November 17th and 
the subsequent cold tem¬ 


peratures associated with the 
storm. 

So, whether or not you 
believe everything they say 
about the weather, it never 
hurts to heed the warnings 
and be prepared just in case. 
Remember to check on your 
elderly neighbors and to 


provide adequate water and 
shelter for your outdoor pets 
and livestock. 

Also remember to allow 
extra time while traveling 
and prepare for unexpected 
delays by dressing warmly, 
filling your gas tank, carrying 
a cell phone, taking an emer¬ 


gency care kit in your car 
that includes jumper cables, 
flares or reflectors, ice scrap¬ 
ers, blankets a first aid kit, 
and traction material, such as 
kitty litter, and always letting 
someone know your route 
and expected departure and 
arrival times. Also, always 


drive carefully and allow 
extra room for stopping 
and road equipment.

From The Bracken Record 
December 20,1876 

Attention is called to the 
Town Ordinances of Brooks¬ 
ville, published in another col¬ 
umn in this issue. 

Some are as follows: Any 
person driving or riding within 
the corporate limits of said 
Town, at a gait faster than an 
ordinary riding or driving gait, 
shall, for every such offense be 
fined for not less than one, nor 
more than, five dollars. 

Any person permitting their 
wagons, buggies, omnibuses 
or other vehicles to remain in 
the streets of said Town, shall 
be fined not less than one dol¬ 
lar, nor more than five dollars 
for each offense, and every day 
such wagon, buggy, omnibus 
or other vehicle remains in the 
streets, shall be a separate of¬ 
fense. 

Any person, or persons, 
depositing offal in the streets of 
said Town, or obstmcting them 
with ashes, wood, or other mat¬ 
ter, or permitting others in their 
employ to do so, for each and 
every offense, shall be fined not 
less than one nor more than five 
dollars; and every day such of¬ 


fal is deposited in the streets, or 
obstmction continued, shall be a 
separate offense. 

Any person driving, rid¬ 
ing or hitching a horse on, or in 
anywise (sic) obstmcting any 
sidewalk or said Town, shall 
be fined not less than one, nor 
more than five dollars for each 
offense. 

On Sunday night last we 
were visited with a storm of wind 
and snow, since which time the 
weather has been excessively 
cold and disagreeable. 

Oh! for a railroad or some 
means of getting our mail, 
without depending on the river, 
which in the summer is dried up 
and in the winter frozen up. 

The weather continues bit¬ 
terly cold. Ice houses are full. 
A sure indication that we will 
keep cool next summer. 
January 3,1877 

Snow about twelve inches 
deep is a luxury we are now en¬ 
joying.

Thoughts and Meditations 
from the Scriptures 


The B.I.B.L.E. 

(Basic Instructions Before Leaving Earth) 

The word ’’Bible” comes from the Greek word 
’’biblion,” meaning book. Since most Christians consider 
the Bible to be the foundational book on how to live, 
this derivation seems particularly appropriate. I recently 
heard a priest who was preparing to hand out Bibles to 
graduating eighth graders tell them with a wink and a 
smile that the word ’’Bible” stands for ’’Basic Instructions 
Before Leaving Earth.” There is more than a grain of 
truth in that catchy acronym. Consider how the Hebrew 
Bible or Old Testament contains detailed dietary laws and 
rules about clothes (e.g., Deuteronomy 22:5 tells us that 
”A woman shall not wear a man’s garment” and at 22:11 
it says that ’’You shall not wear cloth of wool and linen 
mixed together.”) Many of these rules seem strange to us 
today because we are so far removed from their ancient 
context. But, most of the proverbs and rules for how to get 
along with each other make prudent sense and continue to 
provide a rational basis for how we should live. The Golden 
rule is a timeless piece of universal advice. Consider the 
opening verses of the book of Proverbs, which supplies 
their rationale, and almost a rationale for the entire bible: 
”To know wisdom and instruction, to perceive the words 
of understanding. To receive the instruction of wisdom, 
justice, judgement, and equity; to give prudence to the 
simple, to the young man knowledge and discretion A 
wise man will hear and increase learning, and a man of 
understanding will attain wise counsel.” Proverbs 1:2-5 -

Leftover turkey talk

The holidays are quickly 
approaching, and with them, 
the season of great eating. 
Soon, you’ll have more tur¬ 
key and dressing than you’ll 
know what to do with. 

It’s a great idea to save 
your Thanksgiving leftovers, 
as it stretches your holiday 
food dollars and provides 
quick meals for your family. 
Leftovers must be stored and 
reheated safely to prevent 
foodborne illnesses. Follow 
these tips to ensure your left¬ 
overs are safe to eat: 

• Refrigerate leftovers 
within two hours of the food 
sitting at room temperature. 
Bacteria grow best at tem¬ 
peratures between 40 and 
140 degrees F. Use an appli¬ 
ance thermometer to make 
sure your refrigerator is set 
below 40 degrees. 

• For quicker cooling, 
divide leftovers into smaller 
portions in shallow contain¬ 
ers. Place the hot food direct¬ 
ly into the refrigerator. 

• Once you are ready 
to eat your leftovers, reheat 
them so the internal tempera¬ 
ture of the food reaches 165 
degrees F. Check the temper¬ 
ature with a food thermom¬ 
eter. Safely reheat soups, 
sauces and gravies by bring¬ 
ing them to a boil. 

• When reheating in a 
microwave, make sure there 
are no cold spots in the food 
where bacteria could survive. 
Stir and rotate food for even 
heating. 


• Eat or freeze any re¬ 
maining leftovers within 
three to four days. Consume 
or freeze gravy within two 
days. 

You can prepare many 
delicious leftovers from your 
Thanksgiving meal. Here’s 
a recipe suggestion from the 
University of Kentucky Co¬ 
operative Extension Service: 

Leftover Thanksgiving 
Casserole 

Servings: 6 

Ingredients 

1 package of stuffing mix 
(6 ounces) 

2 Vi cups cubed, cooked 
turkey or chicken 

2 cups frozen cut green 
beans, thawed or 1 can (14.5 
ounces) vegetables of your 
choice 

1 jar (12 ounces) tur¬ 
key gravy or 1 can cream of 
chicken soup. 

Directions 

Preheat oven to 350 F 

Prepare stuffing mix ac¬ 
cording to package direc¬ 
tions. Transfer to a greased 
2-quart casserole dish. 

Top with turkey, green 
beans and gravy. 

Cover and bake for 30- 
35 minutes or until heated 
through, or microwave 10-12 
minutes on high.

BRINGING CLARITY 


TO THE ISSUE 


There has been some 
discussion as to whether cataract 
surgery may increase a patient’s 
risk of developing age-related 
macular degeneration (AMD), 
the leading cause of vision loss 
in people over age 60. Just 
to be clear, cataract surgery 
is undertaken to remove the 
natural lens of the eye when it 
becomes cloudy and replace 
it with a man-made clear lens. 
Because the replacement lens 
allows more light to enter the 
eye (particularly higher-energy 
blue light), some have wondered 
if the more intense light could 
damage the retina and lead to 
AMD (a disease of the central 
retina, the macula). However, 
a three-year study involving 
2,000 cataract patients aged 65 
and older found no association 
between cataract removal and 
AMD.

Augusta Cross Country: 
Season in Review 


Another season is in the 
books. From the warm days of 
July to the cold days of Novem¬ 
ber, the cross country program 
continued to see progress this 
season. 

Middle school and high 
school numbers decreased from 
last season, but overall this year’s 
runners performed at a higher lev¬ 
el. The lone upperclassman was 
junior Camryn Snapp. Snapp had 
ten top ten finishes this season, 
with eight of those being top five 
finishes. He also won two races, 
while being named 1 st Team Buf¬ 
falo Trace All-Conference, 1 st 
Team All-Area 7, and KTCCCA 
All-State Team. He competed in 
the KHSAA state championship 
for the third consecutive year 
with a 13 th place finish out of 210 
competitors. 

Snapp characterized 2014 as 
a pretty good year. “At the be¬ 
ginning of the year, I told myself 
I wanted to get in the 16:00s and 
win a race,” Snapp said. “I suc¬ 
ceeded in both of those.” 

Coach Tim Litteral agreed 
with Snapp’s assessment. “I re¬ 
ally feel he made progress this 
season,” Litteral said. “Winning 
a couple of races was great, and 
getting into the 16:00s shows fur¬ 
ther potential for the future. Prob¬ 
ably what I’m most pleased with 
though is that he turned himself 
into a consistent 17 minute run¬ 
ner this year. Even within the sea¬ 
son, you saw improvement. The 
first half, he was primarily above 
17:30 and in the second half, he 
was mostly below 17:30 mark.” 

Making up the majority of 
the team were four freshmen 
runners. David Reed, who ran 
some varsity as an eighth grader, 
finished the season closing in on 
the 18:00s. He had one top 15 
finish and was named 2 nd Team 
Buffalo Trace All-Conference. 
Rhys Todd recorded two top ten 
finishes and was also named 2 nd 
Team Buffalo Trace All-Confer¬ 
ence. He performed his final 
three races of the season in the 
19:00s. Jon Barrett knocked 
over three minutes off of his time 
from his first race, while having 
to overcome an injury at the start 
of the season. Adam Sallee de¬ 
ceased his time by nearly seven 
minutes from the first race of the 
season. 

Different athletes join a 
team for different reasons and 
have different roles. “We needed 
all of these freshmen to even field 
a full team,” Coach Litteral said. 
“Some run to win races, some to 
be a part of something, some to

be active, but as long as they’re 
dedicated and work hard, we’re 
going to help them be the best 
they can be. David and Rhys 
both have the potential to get into 
the 18:00s next year. Jon could 
get into the low 20:00s and Adam 
can get sub-25:00. I feel like this 
is a sport that to an extent you can 
be as successful as you want to 
be depending on how hard you 
want to work.” 

Due to eighth graders mov¬ 
ing to high school, no incoming 
sixth grade runners, and five run¬ 
ners moving out of the school 
district, that left the middle 
school team with seventh grader 
Seth Fouts. Through September, 
Fouts ran middle school races. 
He recorded two top ten finishes, 
with one being a top five. Be¬ 
ginning in October, Fouts was 
moved up to varsity so that he 
could compete in the Region. “It 
became apparent that Seth could 
help the high school team, so he 
agreed to move up to varsity,” 
Litteral said. “He’s not the first 
to do this for us, but it’s a selfless 
move because had he continued 
running middle school races, he 
would have had chances to re¬ 
ceive awards and be recognized 
more often. He chose to help his 
team.” 

The team set several goals 
for the season. Being students 
first, a 3.5 team GPA and a school 
attendance rate of 95% were two 
specific academic goals. Both 
were surpassed with a 3.6 team 
GPA and a 99% attendance rate. 
A big goal that wasn’t met and 
continued to allude the team was 
advancement to the state meet. 
“While we’re always happy to 
have individual qualifiers, we’re 
still looking for our first team 
qualification to state,” Litteral 
said. “We anticipated having a 
couple of athletes on our team 
this year who ran last year but 
ended up not being on the team, 
and we felt like they would have 
been important assets this year. 
We just couldn’t overcome not 
having them.” 

The coach and the team are 
already looking to next year. 
“By the start of my senior sea¬ 
son, I want to run my first race in 
the high 16:00s or low 17:00s,” 
Snapp said. “I want to win as 
many races as I can, run con¬ 
sistently in the 16:00s, and get 
into the 15:00s by the end of the 
season. My big goal is to win 
the (Class A) state.” Reed also 
shared his goals going into next 
year. “I want to run in the 18:00s 
on a regular basis. I’d also like to 
make it to state for the first time,” 
Reed said. 

“Our big goal again will be 
for the team to qualify for state,” 
Litteral said. “In order for that to 
happen, it’s important for each 
runner like David and Camryn 
to meet their personal goals. We 
have no eighth graders coming 
up, so we’re still going to be 
short on numbers. I feel like we 
need a couple of athletes to come 
out who can make an immediate 
impact and help us get to the next 
level.”

A guide to achieving Ken¬ 
tucky’s transportation plans 
and goals for the next 20 years 
- “Kentucky’s Long-Range 
Statewide Transportation 
Plan: Planning to Make a Dif¬ 
ference in America’s Tomor¬ 
row: 2014-2035” - has been 
finalized. 

The 2014 plan, devel¬ 
oped in conjunction with 
state transportation officials, 
stakeholder groups and public 
input surveys, is an overarch¬ 
ing policy guide with goals, 
objectives and strategies to 
address the core transportation 
opportunities and challenges 
facing Kentucky. It serves as a 
resource for statewide organi¬ 
zations, policymakers and lo¬ 
cal communities to use to lead 
Kentucky’s present transpor¬ 
tation system into the future. 

“This document outlines a 
plan for the state over the next 
two decades,” Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet (KYTC) 
Secretary Mike Hancock said. 
“We’ve identified our unique 
challenges and opportunities 
to put the Commonwealth on 
the right path for economic 
growth and improvements for 
our quality of life.” 

KYTC last adopted a long- 
range statewide transportation 
plan in 2006. It reflected Ken¬ 
tucky’s transportation needs 
at that time. The 2014 plan is 
an update that represents the 
state’s policy, priorities and di¬ 
rection for addressing, within 
funding limitations, the major 
issues and obstacles Kentuck¬ 
ians may face in transportation 
through 2035. 

The input from more than 
16,000 participants in the 

2013 “Your Turn” transporta¬ 
tion survey was considered in 
the development of the draft 

2014 plan. A public review of 
the draft plan occurred from 
May 7 through June 23, 2014, 
allowing for a 45-day com¬ 
ment window. More than 900 
citizens from across the state 
then participated and provided 
comments in a second survey. 
The information collected 
from these efforts contributed 
to the final document. 

The 2014 plan has cap¬ 
tured the historical and collec¬ 
tive efforts in the public and 
private sectors of the trans¬ 
portation system dedicated 
to providing safe and reliable 
trips for people and goods. 
The draft plan includes future 
transportation goals for the 
state that will: 


• Place a greater emphasis 
on investments that last longer 
and therefore cost less per year 
to operate; 

• Include emerging tech¬ 
nologies that continue to im¬ 
prove system operation and 
state of good repair; 

• Be responsive to the 
needs of a growing population 
that will be older, more urban 
and more diverse than ever be¬ 
fore in the state’s history; 

• Strive to make our roads 
increasingly safer as reflected 
in the recent trend of decreas¬ 
ing traffic fatalities along the 
state’s roadway network; and 

• Address the challenges 
associated with inadequate 
financial resources across all 
transportation modes that re¬ 
quire innovation in raising 
revenues. 

Transportation systems 
are never “completed” and can 
only function effectively when 
adequate investment is made 
to continuously develop and 
maintain the system. For safe 
and efficient travel to continue 
over the next 20 years and be¬ 
yond, it will require efficient 
use of all KYTC resources 
to support the critical, pub¬ 
licly owned elements of the 
transportation system. It also 
will require continuing and 
strengthening its close work¬ 
ing partnerships with private 
sector stakeholders in the other 
transportation system modes 
such as rail, aviation, bicycle/ 
pedestrian and waterways. 

The 2014 LRSTP project 
goals will be used to measure 
the effectiveness of proposed 
system improvements: 

• Providing a safe and se¬ 
cure system; 

• Maintaining and improv¬ 
ing existing infrastructure on a 
continual basis; 

• Ensuring dependable, ef¬ 
fective and efficient facilities; 

• Improving local, region¬ 
al and global connectivity and 
access; and 

• Including all appropriate 
modes of transportation within 
a fully-integrated system.
